Trinidad 
poodle 
caper

HUMBOLDT — A dog 
attack in Trinidad back in 
October is getting national 
attention — attention that 
may complicate things for a 
non-profit organization at- 
tempting to provide service 
animals for people that suf- 
fer from autism, traumatic 
brain injuries and PTSD. 

On Nov. 14, the New 
York Post ran a story titled 
“Pack of 10 poodles attacks 
California beachgoer and 
her elderly corgi service 
dog” that references the 
Nov. 10 article, “Pack of 10 
frenzied poodles swarms 
Trinidad beachgoers” by 
Jack Durham for the Mad 
River Union. 

The articles share a 
Trinidad woman’s terri- 
fying experience at a local 
beach when her semi-re- 
tired corgi, Emma, was at- 
tacked, leaving the elderly 
dog in serious condition 
needing two surgeries. 

On October 29, Kathrin 
Burleson was walking her 
dog Emma near the beach 
with her friend. She said 
she avoided the more pop- 
ulated areas of the beach 
and trails due to the grow- 
ing number of people with 
unleashed pets.

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Rabies common among foxes, skunks 
and bats — reduce your exposure risk

MANILA -— A resident 
in the Manila area was bit- 
ten by a fox over the week- 
end, almost a month after 
a similar incident in the 
same area involving a fox 
that later tested positive 
for rabies. 

The fox in the most re- 
cent incident has not been 
caught and its rabies sta- 
tus cannot be confirmed. 

The bite victim is cur- 
rently undergoing treat- 
ment for possible rabies 
exposure. 

Since this report, Hum- 
boldt County Department 
of Health & Human Ser- 
vices Division of Environ- 
mental Heath (DEH) has 
received several additional 


— 


reports of foxes acting ag- 
gressively in the area by 
the north end of the Ma- 
Vel Dunes. 

Local health officials 
are urging caution to peo- 
ple in the area between 
Manila and Mad River 
Beach. Anyone who sees 
an animal acting strangely 
should contact DEH which 
is monitoring reports in 
that area. 

Benjamin Dolf, DEH 
supervising environmen- 
tal health specialist, said 
generally it is important 
to use caution around wild 
animals, and if you en- 
counter an animal that is 
sick, injured or docile, do 
not try to approach it, help 
it or try to nurse it back to

Rabies is always pres- 
ent in the wildlife popula- 
tion throughout Humboldt 
County, especially foxes, 
skunks and bats. 

People who come across 
sick or injured animals 
can contact the Humboldt 
Wildlife Care Center which 
has staff who are trained 
to respond. 

Preventive measures 
against the spread of ra- 
bies in Humboldt County 
include avoiding contact 
with wild and stray ani- 
mals, bringing pet food 
indoors at night and re- 
porting animal bites to 
your county or municipal 
animal control officer. 

If you are bitten, wash 
the bite(s) immediately 
with soap and water and 
go to the emergency de- 
partment to seek medical 
treatment. It is critical 
that anyone potentially ex- 
posed to rabies be treated 
within 24 hours, and soon- 
er is better. 

Public Health officials 
stress the importance of 
fully vaccinating domestic 
animals against rabies, in- 
cluding dogs, cats and se- 
lect livestock. 

For questions about ra- 
bies or to report a rabid or 
suspected rabid animal, 
call DEH at (707) 445- 
6215 or toll free at 1-800- 
963-9241. 

To report a sick or in- 
jured animal, contact the 
Humboldt Wildlife Care 
Center at (707) 822-8839.

HUMBOLDT —- Health 
officials are urging com- 
munity residents to take 
precautions this season 
after the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC) reported an in- 
crease in COVID-19 cases 
and earlier-than-expected 
flu activity and respirato- 
ry syncytial virus (RSV) 
cases across the state and 
country. 

The “Tridemic,” as 
some have labeled it, is 
fueling increases in rates 
of reported respiratory ill- 
nesses nationwide. 

Anyone can contract 
any of these respiratory 
illnesses, but those most at 
risk of developing severe 
complications from influ- 
enza, COVID-19 and RSV 
tend to be young children 
and infants, and adults 


aged 65 and older, as well 
as individuals with com- 


promised immune sys- 
tems. 
Humboldt County 


Health Officer Dr. Candy 
Stockton said, “Because 
there is currently no vac- 
cine for RSV, and because 
getting RSV and flu or 
COVID at the same time 
is especially dangerous for 
young children, it’s really 
important that we all do 
our part to help protect 
our kids by making sure 
we are up to date on both 
our flu and COVID vac- 
cines this year.” 
Respiratory __ illnesses 
like flu, COVID-19 and RSV 
can be prevented with good 
respiratory hygiene, in- 
cluding regular hand wash- 
ing, avoiding close contact 
with individuals experienc- 
ing cold or flu-like symp- 


toms, covering coughs and 
sneezes with a tissue or 
shirt sleeve, and disinfect- 
ing high-touch surfaces. 
Masking is also an effec- 
tive countermeasure, with 
Ng5 or KNo5 respirators 
providing the highest de- 
gree of protection. As with 
COVID-19, babies and 
toddlers under 2 years old 
should not wear a mask. 

Following these tips as 
well as getting a season- 
al flu vaccine and keeping 
up to date on COVID-19 
vaccinations and boosters 
are important measures in 
keeping yourself and those 
around you safe.

He is about a year old and is your 
basic black and white Humboldt 
County dog; he actually looks a lot 
like my Hank. He is guesstimated 
to be a border collie mix.

their friend ended their walk, headed toward the parking 
lot, Kathrin states that a pack of standard poodles exited 
the van and charged toward the trio. Emma, frightened by 
the approaching poodles, managed to back out of her collar 
leaving Kathrin unable to lift her to safety before the attack. 

Kathrin states that while she and Emma were attacked 
by eight to 10 poodles, the dogs’ focus was on the small, el- 
derly corgi. At one point in the melee, Kathrin said she felt 
a pain on her fingers, only to look up and see her fingers 
being bitten by a man she did not know. 

During the attack, Kathrin said her friend used a walk- 
ing stick to try to protect Kathrin and Emma, but the poo- 
dles were relentless. An unidentified, good Samaritan was 
able to grab Emma from the chaos, lifting her out of the 
pack of attacking dogs. 

According to Kathrin, the good Samaritan got her and 
Emma to safety inside a vehicle. At this point, Kathrin 
states, the poodles’ owner, Frank Mallatt, approached the 
car offering his apologies and his business card. He stated 
that he had insurance and would cover whatever medical 
care Emma would need as a result of the attack. Kathrin 
said in explanation for biting her, Frank said that he be- 
lieved he was biting one of his dogs. 

Emma was rushed into emergency surgery for the 
wounds she suffered in the attack. A second surgery was 
necessary, but the corgi is on the mend, though Emma’s 
days of going for a stroll on the beach are probably over.

Emma, a former agility competitor, is a sensitive sort, 
said Kathrin. After a collision on an agility course, Emma 
could never quite recover in order to compete again, ending 
her career. Later, Emma became well-known at Mad River 
Hospital as a therapy dog that brought comfort to those in 
the hospital. Since the COVID shutdown, Emma has been in 
retirement, bringing comfort to those closest to her. 

With this recent attack, Kathrin doesn’t believe Emma’s 
sensitive nature will allow her to be around other dogs with- 
out anxiety, putting any future public walks off the table. 
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Prior to the attack at the beach, Kathrin had never heard 
of Frank Mallatt or his poodles. 

News of the attack spread quickly and allegations of oth- 
er attacks and questions about Frank and his dogs arose, 
leading to questions about Critters 4 Service, a non-profit 
Frank founded to provide service dogs for people with au- 
tism, traumatic brain injury, and PTSD. Past issues with 
Del Norte County Animal Control and conflicts with neigh- 
bors is being further exacerbated by the recent attack. 

Frank, who is an adult with autism, says he has been 
training dogs for individuals with special needs for 20 
years, a need that arose due to his disabled mother. After 
his mother’s death in 2021, Frank, with the help of friends, 
decided to start the non-profit to provide service dogs to 
others with disabilities. The process has been fraught with 
complications and what Frank alleges as “blackballing.”

In an interview with Redheaded Blackbelt, Frank con- 
firmed the attack on Emma in Trinidad, however, he states 
that only one of his poodles was involved. He stated that 
several dogs left the van, but he was able to recall all but one. 

Frank also denies biting Kathrin as they attempted to 
separate the dogs, instead stating that he and Kathrin were 
bit by Emma. 

Frank isn’t placing blame on Emma or Kathrin and 
states that it is an unfortunate and isolated event. The poo- 
dle in question will be quarantined as protocol indicates 
and then be placed with a family as a pet; the attack dis- 
qualifying the pup in training for any service work. 

However, the attack incident is just the latest in a long 
line of complaints against Frank’s dogs. Del Norte Coun- 
ty’s Ag Commissioner in charge of the Animal Control di- 
vision wrote, “We have a long history of neglect and public 
nuisance complaints against Mr. Mallet.” Animal Control 
Officer, Mathew Brock, told us via phone that no previous 
reports of an attack had been reported to Del Norte County. 

Frank claims this is the only time an attack has oc- 
curred, all other reports of neglect and abuse stem from 
what he believes is an effort to seize and sell his animals 
and personal issues with neighbors. 

Frank believes the prejudice against him began when his 
mother died last year. Frank, a Del Norte County resident, 
stated that U.S. Highway 101 was closed at Last Chance 
Grade, shutting him off from Crescent City, the county’s 
hub and location of its coroner’s office. Due to this, Frank 
decided to drive his mother’s body to the Humboldt Coun- 
ty Coroner’s Office in Eureka. Once in phone service, Frank 
contacted a friend to let them know of his mother’s passing 
and his plans. Aware that what Frank was doing was not 
standard procedure, the friend advised Frank to pull over 
and call HCSO to report the death and await the coroner. 

Due to the unconventional situation, Frank says the 
Del Norte County Sheriff's Office believed a crime had oc- 
curred, going to his Del Norte County home while he was 
awaiting the coroner in Humboldt County. Frank states 
that his home was a “mess” due to the consuming nature of 
caring for his mother at the end of her life and his autism. 

Humboldt County’s public information officer, Saman- 
tha Karges, was able to confirm that 81-year-old Mary Mal- 
latt died of natural causes. 

However, due to the nature of the primary residence at 
the time, Frank believes that Del Norte County now wants to 
seize his animals even though he moved to another residence 
on the property without the issues of the previous residence. 

Sandy Douglas, Frank’s longtime friend and member of 
the Board of Directors for Critters 4 Service, believes that 
the issues stem from one of Frank’s neighbors that has close 
friendships within the Del Norte County Sheriff's Office. She 
also believes that Frank’s autism affects his communication 
with people, often annoying them and complicating issues. 

Critters 4 Service does not currently have a kennel li- 
cense, something that Sandy and Frank have stated that 
they have been attempting to obtain but are being denied 
from Del Norte County. In an email provided to RHBB, 
Frank asked Justin Riggs what requirements would need 
to be met as they build a new kennel facility for the an-

imals. Riggs supplied a list of requirements, a list Riggs 
confirmed he sent. 

However, in an email to RHBB, Riggs stated, “The condi- 
tions in which the dogs have been housed is in violation of 
California penal code 597 (neglect) and is seizable. The condi- 
tions would not qualify for a kennel license and are not close.” 

Frank and Sandy believe Riggs’ goal is to seize the dogs 
in order to sell them based on a local kennel allegedly in- 
forming Frank that Del Norte County Animal Control had 
requested placement for 19 dogs that would be seized “as 
soon as legal part was over” and that the dogs in question 
already had homes awaiting them. 

In an email to RHBB, Riggs wrote, “If we obtain custody 
of the dogs and prevail in due process we would expect to 
work with rescues on finding separate homes for them to 
mitigate the inappropriate pack behavior.” 

Previously, Critters 4 Service had set up an event with 
the Arcata Elementary School in Humboldt County with 
some of their senior service animals. That event was can- 
celed unexpectedly. When asked why, the school repre- 
sentative said that the principal was worried about the li- 
ability risk and stated, “Also, the district was contacted by 
Del Norte Animal Control Officer Mathew Brock. Officer 
Brock stated in an email that there were some “licensing 
and code enforcement issues related to his [Frank Mallatt] 
dogs,” including the fact that “he is unable to provide proof 
of vaccination for several of his animals.” 

Frank and Sandy claim that the dogs are all up to date 
with their shots and provided records of rabies vaccination 
and receipts for self-administered shots to this reporter. 
Frank says he has tried to provide those records to Del 
Norte County Animal Control with no response that the 
records had been received. 

Sandy told us only that only a few senior service dogs 
are allowed to interact with school children as the younger 
ones have not been fully vetted for service work yet. 

Many of the issues that seem to plague Critters 4 Service 
are behaviors exhibited by the younger dogs when out in pub- 
lic with the pack. Sandy states that Frank trains the dogs in 
a pack without leashes due to the need for the animals to be 
able to serve their eventual owners — owners that may be un- 
able to leash the service animal due to particular disabilities. 

According to Frank, some people have become upset 
and/or frightened by the younger dogs approaching off- 
leash in what he characterizes as “sniffing butts” incidents. 
Although there may be incidents where the younger dogs 
have broken from their training, Frank insists that his an- 
imals are not aggressive and have never attacked anoth- 
er dog until the incident with Emma. The one dog that he 
says was involved in the attack is now disqualified from 
future service work. 

After the attack on Emma, many people on the Next Door 
social media site reported having similar experiences with 
Frank’s pack of poodles. One person who reportedly gave 
their account of an attack to Del Norte County Animal Con- 
trol, claimed that after one of the poodles attacked an ani- 
mal of a cafe patron, Frank slammed the dog to the ground. 
“I found this violent and abusive act quite shocking,” they 
wrote. 

Although Frank denies any other attacks and the nature 
of the complaints, he is aware that what he’s doing isn’t 
working. Sandy says that the dogs will now remain on the 
kennel property in a bid to eliminate any issues as Frank 
works with the pack towards service standards. 

The Humboldt County investigation into the attack on 
Emma at Trinidad is ongoing, as is the Del Norte County 
investigation of nuisance and neglect. Riggs wrote, “I en- 
courage anybody who has had incidents with him in Del 
Norte County to reach out to the department and file a 
sworn statement with us.” 

Frank and Critters 4 Service continue to work towards 
obtaining a kennel license and providing service dogs for 
those in need.

ARCATA — The Environmental Ser- 
vices Department encourages residents 
to properly dispose of cooking grease 
this holiday season and all year long. 

Many people celebrate the holidays 
by preparing traditional feasts includ- 
ing turkey, ham, gravy, stuffing and des- 
serts. 

As delicious as these foods may be, 
they are prepared with fats, oils, butter 
and grease which can wreak havoc on 
drains and the city’s wastewater system 
if not disposed of properly. 

When residents pour fats, oils or 
grease down a sink or toilet, it increases 
the chances for clogged drains resulting 


in costly plumbing problems or sanitary 
sewer overflows. Sanitary sewer over- 
flows are a public health concern and 
can cause serious environmental issues. 

The Environmental Services Depart- 
ment has some helpful tips for all com- 
munity members to help avoid clogging 
sewer drains with holiday fats, oils and 
grease: 

¢ Avoid pouring cooking grease down 
the sink or toilet. 

* Do not place food that contains fat, 
oil or grease into the garbage disposal. 

¢ Wipe greasy dishes and pots with a 
paper towel or napkin to absorb cooking 
oil before washing them in the sink. 

* Scrape vegetable scraps from dishes 


for composting and scrape greasy food 
residue into the garbage prior to wash- 
ing dishes in the sink. 

* Cooled and solidified cooking grease 
or oil should be placed in a sealed con- 
tainer and stored in the freezer until it has 
hardened, and then, put in a solid waste 
garbage bin. Alternatively, pour fats and 
oils into cat litter until it is absorbed and 
dispose the litter into the trash.

other, by Bayside Cares, challenged the 
county’s CDP. 
Appeal No. A-1-ARC-22-0010 

Appellants of the city’s CDP for im- 
provements along a one-mile stretch of 
Old Arcata Road argued that the project 
isn’t consistent with the Local Coastal 
Program and could impact wetlands; 
that the city hadn’t consulted with the 
California Department of Fish and 
Wildlife (CDFW) in planning the proj- 
ect; that the public hadn’t been properly 
consulted and that the project used bad 
information. 

Coastal Commission staff considered 
only the first two allegations as present- 
ing valid grounds for appeal, though 
neither raised substantial issues of con- 
formance with the LCP. The other two, 
said staff, weren’t substantive. 

Citing the project’s findings for ap- 
proval as well as its EIR, staff affirmed 
the city’s contention that “The project 
does not physically impact any wetland 
delineated on the City’s most recent 
Coastal Wetlands Map. The project is 
in compliance with the coastal wetlands 
development standards of the Coastal 
Land Use and Development Guide.” 

As for consultation with CDFW, the 
agency’s advice was found to have been 
documented in the project’s EIR. The 
alleged lack of public noticing was dis- 
proven by a record of city outreach. 

Regarding use of inaccurate informa- 
tion, staff noted that the appeal didn’t 
substantiate the allegation and “does 
not raise a substantial issue of LCP con- 


formance.” 
Appeal No. A-1-HUM-22-0026 

The appellant to the county’s CDP 
alleged lack of CDFW consultation and 
LCP conformance plus wetlands im- 
pacts, but also dwelt on supposed im- 
pacts from the roundabout at Old Ar- 
cata and Jacoby Creek roads, which lies 
partially in county territory. 

The roundabout, claimed the appeal, 
is out of character with its surroundings 
and adversely affects historic and oth- 
er cultural resources. Its design also, 
alleged the appeal, set up conditions 
leading to conflicts between pedestri- 
ans, bicycles and motorists. The appeal 
further alleged a conflict of interest 
on the part of a Transportation Safety 
Committee member. 

Coastal Commission staff cited the 
project’s EIR to find that no historic re- 
sources would be altered by the round- 
about, and that “even with construction 
of the proposed roundabout, Bayside 
Corners will still largely maintain its ru- 
ral feeling and setting.” 

With regard to environmental im- 
pacts, staff cited findings for approval 
stipulating that “all potential significant 
impacts can be mitigated to less than 
significant levels with the incorporated 
Mitigation Monitoring and Reporting 
Program...” The project EIR also in- 
cludes mitigation measures for poten- 
tial significant impacts to aesthetics, 
biology, cultural resources, geology and 
soils, hazards and hazardous materials, 
transportation and tribal resources. 
“With implementation of these mitiga- 


tion measures there are no significant 
and unavoidable impacts from the pro- 
posed project,” concluded staff. 

As for safety, staff found nothing 
extraordinary about the roundabout, 
whose features are consistent with ac- 
cepted standards. CDFW consultation 
was also documented. 

The alleged conflict of interest was 
found to lie outside allowable grounds 
for appeal, in that it didn’t include any 
problem’s with the project’s design, 
LCP standards or Coastal Act policies. 

Discussion 

Regarding the appeal of the city CDP, 
Coastal Commissioner and Third Dis- 
trict Supervisor Mike Wilson moved to 
confirm staff's findings that no substan- 
tial issue had been identified, and the 
commission unanimously agreed. 

On the appeal of the county CDP, at- 
torney Chris Hamer argued on behalf 
of the appellants that the roundabout is 
non-standard, with several dangerous 
features that set up conditions for con- 
flict between users. She also contended 
that the roundabout won’t be able to 
properly accommodate large emergen- 
cy vehicles and oversized logging vehi- 
cles. 

City Engineer Netra Khatri said the 
roundabout incorporates standard safe- 
ty features and is designed to handle the 
largest vehicles. 

Wilson acknowledged that the Bay- 
side Cares members do care about 
Bayside, as do other Bayside residents. 
He didn’t see any Coastal Act viola- 
tions, and moved to reject the appeal as 
lacking substantial issues. The motion

HUMBOLDT - Last Friday’s update on North- 
ern Humboldt vote counts in the Nov. 8 election 
saw the previous week’s leading candidates so- 
lidify their victories, though one ballot measure 
thought rejected saw a surge in support. The 
Humboldt County Office of Elections continues to 
count votes, with updates issued weekly. 

Arcata’s two City Council front-runners, Mer- 
edith Matthews and Kimberley 
White, all but cemented their 
victories. Matthews gained a 
percentage point, going from 
33.84 to 34.82 percent of the 
vote, while White vaulted from 
31.74 to 33.39 percent. 

Measure L, Arcata’s 3 per- 
cent tax on utility services and 
45 percent tax on excessive 
electricity use, increased from 
62.86 to 65.59 percent. 

Measure P, Trinidad’s in- 
crease in the tourist occupancy tax rate from 8 to 
12 percent, went from 74.11 percent approval to 
77.55 percent. 

Measure R, Blue Lake’s one percent sales tax, 
raising about $25,000 a year, dropped from 57.41 
to 55.4 percent but maintained a 200-161 lead. 

While those measures’ totals remained relative- 
ly stable, Dave Meserve’s “Put the Earth [flag] On 
Top” Measure M surged from 43.71 percent ap- 
proval to 49.4 percent, closing the gap from 356 to 
just 54 votes. Meserve welcomed the development. 

“Watching the election returns come in, and 
liking the current trend of votes for Measure M,” 
he said. “Waiting for the next report. Hoping that 
it passes, and we get to see the Earth flag flying at 
the top of City flagpoles!”

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lhe first time I saw Gene- 

vieve, she was sitting on 

the side yard of Mrs. Sonn- 
tag’s house on the corner of Sev- 
enth and Union streets, her long 
blonde hair tied back in a pony 
tail, scooping out some weeds 
with a forked trowel. I felt for 
the woman for two reasons: one, 
the working conditions, that is, 
the steep slope of the hillside left 
over from the cut to make Union 
Street many years ago, and sec- 
ond, the job itself, a thing I sim- 
ply cannot do. 

My hand can hold a hammer, 
but it cannot dislodge a dande- 
lion. My grandfather ruined me 
for that work by making me weed 
my childhood backyard after he 
moved in with us in San Diego. 
It was a huge (to me) backyard 
which had been there for who 
knows how many aeons of geolog- 
ical time, giving nature’s toughest 
weed species the opportunity to 
settle into the concrete-hard clay 
with re-bar caliber roots. 

I hated pulling weeds with a 
teenager’s bottomless self-pity 
mingled with deep resentment to- 
wards my authoritarian grandfa- 
ther whom I respected, but when 
he moved out, I was glad. (So were 
the weeds. They got a lifetime re- 
prieve, at least from me.) 

Genevieve worked for Mrs. 
Sonntag, my 83-year-old neigh- 
bor. The elderly lady and I shared 
a driveway with two other homes. 
Recently I had completed Mrs. 
Sonntag’s home, that is, the build- 
ing itself, leaving the landscaping 
to others. 

The young woman working 
down there, dressed in baggy 
clothes and sitting in a cross- 
legged yoga position, was, I fig- 
ured, Mrs. Sonntag’s “others.” 
Having worked with this feisty 
woman for months building her 
house, I knew that she was per- 
fectly capable of finding good help 
when she needed to after her hus- 
band passed away just after com- 
pletion of the house. 

My own house up the driveway 
was also in need of landscaping, 
or at least of someone who knew 
what they were doing in that de- 
partment. That was not me. I’m 
not good with plants. Buildings I

I leave to others. 

My house is shaped in an L. 
The part that sticks out, the lon- 
ger side of the L, is a loggia that 
leads to the front door.

I did that, or rather had it done by 
a pro who hauled in matts of grass 
and installed an irrigation system. 

Of course, weeds, and I mean 
hungry suckers, elbowed their 
way up through the tender new 
soil in between the blades of grass 
in no time, flattening anything 
that got in their way. 

And guess who appeared look- 
ing over my shoulder every time I 
stood at the kitchen sink doing the 
dishes, gazing at my weed-lawn?

In terms of beauty, the only dif- 
ference between a slab of concrete 
in the front yard and a patch of 
lawn the same size is that one is 
green and the other is grey. 

I stood next to the young 
lady and introduced myself. 
She looked up at me with one of 
those smiles that makes you think 
you're somebody even though 
you don’t know why. She sprang 
up, the trowel dangling from her 
hand, and looked at 
me straight in the eyes, 
which surprised me be- 
cause I figured her as a 
petite woman, probably 
due to the yoga position 
in which I found her. 

Nothing about Gene- 
vieve was petite. 

I asked her if she 
knew someone who 
might be able to help 
me design a garden. 

“Yes!” she exclaimed, 
putting down the trow- 
el. “Can I see the area?” 

I had some money to spend on 
the project, or thought I did. My 
most recent business statement 
indicated that I had a chunk of 
cash which I thought was mine 
not realizing that it had been put 
aside for taxes. So I spent the 
whole thing on the garden. My 
accountant, when he found out, 
asked me why did I do that? By 
then, of course, it was too late. 

Would I have spent the tax dol- 
lars on making a garden if I had 
known the money wasn’t mine? 
Well, I don’t know. I was pretty 
desperate to remedy my failures. 
And although I ended up with a 
debt, I also ended up with some- 
thing transformational. 

They say beauty is in the eye 
of the beholder, but I disagree. If 
a beholder doesn’t see the beauty 
that’s right there in plain view, 
well, why is that? We humans are 
not that different. We all have the 
same teacher. 

Nature. Nature is the one thing 
that belongs to all of us, no mat- 
ter what culture or time. Nature is 
the primary agent of beauty. For 


one thing, nature has a plan and it 
doesn’t lie or go wrong. It can play 
tricks to get us to do things for our 
own survival, for example, line up 
mates for us who don’t last. 

But nature bats last, as they say 
and that is proved every time by 
the children who arrive wheth- 
er from the matched or the un- 
matched to make the next gener- 
ation. The children almost always 
end up being terrific offspring. 

Meanwhile, nature calmly 
composes itself in the process of 
everything it creates if you give 
it enough time. Left alone, that 
is, without pesky human inter- 
ference, practically every natural 
scene is beautiful, whether it’s the 
sky, the landscape, or a clearing in 
a forest. 

When we humans try to come 
up with a good design, if we follow 
nature’s rules of composition, well 
we can’t go wrong by definition. 
The beautiful will come about. Or 
at least, that has been my expe- 
rience in the realm of buildings, 
when I have followed nature’s 
principles (which of course, like 
everybody else, I often fail to do). 

Over the next several weeks the 
former parking space/golf green 
got turned into Dan’s “Garden of 
Eden,” designed by Genevieve. 
Or as I prefer to call it, “Paradise 
Now.” All it took (after removing 
the lawn) was a water element 
(bird bath), elevation changes by 
making hillocks, symmetry in the 
location of the shrubs, a bending 
pathway to soften the course of 
the eye while walking through the 
garden, and one big Maple tree 
in front to hold back the chi from 
running away and leaving me be- 
reft of all its good energy. (A mid- 
wife friend who was visiting from 
England had told me that all the 
chi in my house was escaping ev- 
ery time I opened the front door 
because nothing stood in its way 
of it getting sucked down the hill 
and into the bay. The maple tree 
fixed that problem.) 

Many of the principles of beau- 
ty found in garden design, I be- 
lieve, are the same ones found in 
building design: symmetry, rep- 
lication, careful attention to de- 
tails, balance, elevation changes 
for the eye, plenty of exposure to 


sunlight where needed, variation 
created by shadowing (tree limbs 
and leaf shapes in gardening) and 
many others. 

Long ago when the planet was 
warming after the ice age, the 
hunter/gatherer peoples who 
came down from the north into 
the Fertile Crescent found what 
must have seemed to them a 
bounty beyond belief: rivers full 
of fish, forests full of game, mead- 
ows full of wild grains, flocks of 
birds filling the skies. 

It is no wonder than this peri- 
od has been deemed the Garden 
of Eden, for it truly was a paradise 
of the natural world. 

Over time, the Natufian peo- 
ples settled in the area and plant- 
ed grains (wheat and barley) to 
supplement the wild varieties of 
grasses which they could gather. 
Significantly, the Natufians also 
were the first culture to make per- 
manent dwellings in which they 
could store their extra food for fu- 
ture supplies, indicating that they 
weren't planning to move. 

The first sedentary villages ap- 
peared during this era. The sim- 
ple life of the Natufian Culture 
in cooperation with nature was a 
natural solution to the insecuri- 
ties of the migratory life they had 
lived during the Stone Age. 

Though many today romanti- 
cize Nature, we cannot repeat the 
Age of Innocence. But we have 
our gardens to recreate, at least 
symbolically, something like what 
the Natufian Culture made in 
their world. 

Several years after the gar- 
den Genevieve made for me had 
reached maturity, she remarked 
that a garden is the transition 
between one’s house and nature. 
She is right. And since all three 
realms follow the same principles, 
we don’t have to look far to see the 
extraordinary beauty emerging in 
each of the realms, whether in the 
house, the garden, or in nature. 

One could even say that beauty 
is the thread that binds them all 
together, weaving its way along 
and making everything better.

A single-payer financing system has 
succeeded in countries throughout the de- 
veloped world. People in these countries 
have better health and enjoy a lifestyle free 
of anxiety and worry about how to pay for 
a health crisis. All of this is accomplished 
at a lower cost to the people and business- 
es. The cost of health care in America is 
twice that of Western developed nations. 

Our dysfunctional health care system 
is damaging our economy, suffocating 
our business, discouraging physicians 
and negatively impacting on the nation’s 
health while remaining unaffordable for a 
large portion of our citizens. 

The key features of a Single-Payer/

Gateway needs more 
coordination 


The Arcata Gateway project is the un- 
democratic process ever! Why do the city 
and planners wait to tell us at the very last 
minute that they are holding a meeting to 
let the developers build bigger if they want 
to?

The city needs a spokesperson for the 
community via newspapers, social me- 
dia, email, Nextdoor, library postings, for 
example.

Stephanie McGeary wrote in the Lost 
Coast Outpost Nov. 15: “...The idea is that 
the [Gateway project] benefits program 
would be tiered, so that if a developer 
offered more community benefits, they 
would be allowed to build taller and high- 
er-density buildings.” (underlining mine) 

Since the city is going to have to build 
and build and build to service Cal Poly 
Humboldt’s increase of new students and 


staff, then they need to coordinate — with 
Cal Poly H., the county and state grants, 
bonds, special elections—the “communi- 
ty benefits” and infrastructure to support 
businesses, services and SAFETY: library, 
arts and theatre, parks, transportation, 
parking, water, sewer, garbage, recycling, 
healthcare, childcare, schools, roads. 

The CITY must decide the amount to 
shelter the homeless and low incomed, 
otherwise the developers are going to hold 
the city hostage. The CITY and the Coast- 
al Commission need to play offense, not 
defense, to the developers, because I see 
the developers, if left to their own devices, 
will not provide what Arcata, and indeed 
the county, needs, only their own, which 
is unsustainable environmentally and so- 
cially.

Polls and projections

If adopted, this ordinance 
will modify the City’s Mu- 
nicipal Code to bring it into 
compliance with Senate 
Bill 1383 which requires 
a 75 percent reduction of 
organic waste disposal by 
2025 and rescue of at least 
20 percent of currently dis- 
posed-of edible food. Sen- 
ate Bill 1383 requires the 
City to provide organics 
collection services (green 
waste and compostable 
waste) to all residents and 
businesses and establish 
an edible food recovery 
program.
